N Oraſmuch as the infection of the Plague is at this preſent greatly in- 


N j creaſed and diſperſed aſwell inthe Cities of London and weſtminſter , as 
alſo inthe Suburbs thereof, The Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie conſide- 

Ii ring that great perill and danger might inſue, not onely vnto his Royall 

RE $4 perſon, the Queenes Maieſtie, the Pꝛinte, and Pꝛinteſſe, the Honourable 

Tg + Embaſſadozs from ſundꝛy foꝛreine Pzinces, the Loꝛds and others of his 
————. 2 Maieſties Honourable Pꝛiuie Counſell, the Nobles of this Realme, and 
other his Maieſties louing Subietts, if the people of all ſoꝛts, and out of all parts of this Realme, 
ſhould reſoꝛt oꝛ continue together foꝛ their Suits and Cauſes this inſtant Terme, commonly called 
Trinitie Terme, and hoping that by diſperſing of the multitude of people now being in oꝛ about his ſaid 
Cities, and by ſtaying the acceſſe of others to the ſame about Suits in Law, and by due obſeruation 
of ſuch good and neceſſary Oꝛders and directions, as are and ſhall bee pꝛeſcribed in that behalke, 
thꝛough the mercifull goodneſle of Almighty God, the ſaid infection ſhalbe ſtayed, ſo as the Cozona- 
tion and Jnauguration of his moſt Excellent Maieſtie, to the ineſtimable and vniuerſall reiopeing 
of all his louing and true Hearted Subiects, with all Pꝛincely ſoleninities and Honozs thereunto ap- 
pertepning, may be accompliſhed and perfoꝛmed, at ſuch time and plate as his Maieſty Hath already 
bene plealed to appoint, Haththerefoze thought good by the adutce of his Pꝛiuie Countell, and Ju⸗ 
ſtices of his Courts at Weſtnunſter, to adioꝛne part ot the ſame Terme, That is tolay,in and from 
the ſecond. Returne or this inſtant Terme, commonly called Octabis Trinitatis, vntill the fourth Re- 
turne ofthe ſame Terme, commonlp called Tres Trinitatis, and that to be foꝛ ſuch tauſes onely, and foz 
ſuch intent and purpoſe, as hercafter is declared. 

And therefoze his Mateſtie doeth hereby ſignilie and declare, that his Will and pleaſure is, That 
Waitts of Adioꝛnement ſhalbe directed to the Juſtices of either Bench, and to the Judges of all 
other his Mateſties Courts, to whom like Witts haue bene vſnally directed, giuing them authoꝛitie 
to adioꝛne this inſtant Terme, in and from Octabis Trinitatis next, vntill Tres Trinitatis then next fol⸗ 
lowing, And the ſaid Adioꝛnement to be made the firſt day of the ſayd Octabis Trinitatis, called the 
day of Eſſoines. 

And whereas his Maieſty conſideringin his puncely wiſedome what great pzeiudice might grow 
to many his good Flouing Dublects in their Cauſes and Suits, if this Terme ſhould be wholly ad- 
iourned, Hath therefoze by the aduite or his layd Counſell and Juſtices , determined to haue ſome 
part thereof to be holden and continued foꝛ ſome few dayes in the beginning and ending ofthe lame, 
as is afoꝛelayd, His Highneſſe molt gracious intention in that behalfe is, That the ſame dapes foꝛ 
which ſome part of this ſaid Terme is to be Holden,ſhalbe vled only foꝛ the better expediting and con- 
tinuing of Cauſes and Suits, and returning and ſuing out of Pꝛoteſſe, and foꝛ ſuch other like things, 
which may be perfoꝛmed and done in the abſence of the parties by their Attournepes. And there- 
foꝛe his Maieſtie doth by this his Pꝛotlamation ſignifie to all his louing Subietts, that his will and 
pleaſure is, That in and from the ſaid Octabis Trinitatis next, thexe ſhal not be any Trials by Juries, 
oꝛ any Judgments vpon Demurrers,o2 ſpecial Uerdicts oꝛ ſuch like, in any of his Highnefle Courts 
of Kings Bench, Common Pleas, oz Exchequer. And allo that there ſhal not be any Judicial hea- 
ring oꝛ determining of any Cauſes oꝛ Matters in any ot his Maieſties Courts of Starre Chamber, 
Chancerie, Exchequer Chamber, Court of Wards, Duchie Chamber, oꝛ Court of Kequeſts, ino: 
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fromthe ſaid Octabis Trinitatis next, during the ſaid Terme: And that no partie ſhall need to be pꝛe⸗ 
lent in perſon foꝛ any ſuch Cauſes oz Suites, but the ſame may bee attended and done by their 
Attourneys. | 
And his Maieſtie doth hereby further notifie and declare, That no party ſhall be compelled 02 
need to appeare in perſon in any of his Maieſties ſayd Courts, in oꝛ from the ſayd Octabis Trinitatis 
next, at any time during this ſaid Terme, but map make their apparante by their Attourneps, la- 
uing only in Cales of Outlawꝛy, and other the Caſes mentioned in the Pꝛouiſo hereafter following: 
And alſo that no Juries oꝛ any whom the ſame may concerne, ſhall be compelled oz need to appeare 
in any of his Highneſſe Courts at Weſtminſter in oꝛ from the ſayd Octabis Trinita is next, at any time 
during the ſayd Terme foꝛ any cauſe oꝛ matter whatſoeuer, vnleſſe it be foꝛ ſome ſpetiall and impoꝛ⸗ 
tant taule foꝛ his Maieſties ſeruite onelp. 

Pꝛouided neuertheleſſe, and his Maieſties pleaſure and commandement is, That all Collectozs, 
Recciners, Sheriffes, and other Accomptants, x all other perſons that ſhould oz ought to accompt 
02 pay any imine oꝛ ſummes of mon in any ofhis Maieſties Courts of Exchequer, Court of Wards 
and Lueries, oꝛ of his Duchy of Lancaſter, oꝛ in any of them, oz enter into any accompt in any ot 
the ſapd Courts, ſhall repapꝛe to the accuſtomed places at Weſtminſter, and there to pap and doe in 
tuery behalte as though no ſuch Pꝛoclamation oz Adiournement had bene had oz made. 

And his Maieſties further pleaſure and tommandement is, That all Sheriffes ſhall returne in⸗ 
to his Mateſttes Court of Exchequer, Court of Wards and Liueries, and Duchy of Lancaſter, all 
manner of Wꝛits and Pꝛoteſſe iſſued out of the ſame Courts, and returnable this Tearme, which 
in any ſoꝛt concerne his Maieſties Reuenewes, Debts, 02 Duties, at oz befoꝛe the dapes of Returnes 
thereof, into ſuch Offices from whence the ſaid Wꝛits and Pꝛoteſſe did iſſue: And that all Commil⸗ 
ſioners1likewile returne all manner of Commiſſions and Ynquilitions returnable this Tearme,and 
from the ſaid Courts ſcent, whereby his Mateſtte is to reteiue pzofit and commoditie : And all She- 
riffes, Collectoꝛs, all manner of Accomptants, and euerp perſon that is to pay any kind of Debt oz 
Duety vnto the Kings Maieſtie in any of the ſaid Courts, doe either by themlelues,their Deputies, 
- 92 Attourneys, pay the ſame in ſuch ſoꝛt as they ought to haue done if no ſuch Pꝛotlamation oꝛ Ad- 
iournement had beene made, oꝛ elſe to ſuſtaine ſuch damage of Pſſues, Seaſure, Fine, Amercta- 
ment, and Penaltie to be impoſed vpon them, as hath beene accuſtomed, without any hope to be dil- 
charged thereof: And that all Sheriffes, by themſelues 02 their ſuffictent Deputies, ſhall giue their 
attendance at the day appointed foe their oppoſall in the Court of Exchequer , to anſwere their Re- 
turnes befoze his ſayd Barons, as hath beene heretofoze accuſtomed : And if any default ſhall be 
made by any of the perſons afozeſaid, that then in reſpect ofthe Kings pꝛeſent neceſſary and ertraoz- 
dinary charges, S ergeants at Armes and Purſuiuants ſhalbe ſent to bꝛing them vp to anſwer their 
contempt and ſlackneſſe in payment.
